ſeſt char the diverfiry of Scaſons, the Winter, and Summer, 
more Hot or Cold, more Wer or Dry, arc not fo uncer- 
nined by the Sun and Moon alone, who always keep one 
Jud rhe ſame Courſe ; bur chat the Scars have alſo cheir 
A wocking therein; as alfo in producing ſeveral kinds ot 
Metals and Minerals in the Bowek ot rhe Earth, where 
deither Light nor Hear can pierce; for as Heat pierces where 
Light cannot, fo the Influence picrees where Heat cannot.

And thus thoſe Great, and Learned Men you hear, took 
thoſe excellent Obſervations from the Stars and Planets, 
and without doubt were well ſatished with their Influences, 
otherwiſe they would never have given their Suffrages as 
above, and from the ſame Scars and Planets I ſhall proceed

quartilc Aſpect, but thefe Fears and Jealouſics will ſoon 
Vaniſh, U. the approaching Sextile Aſpect of Venus and 
Mercury, which will produce boch Trade and Money in Plen- 
ry, as being Lords of the tenth and ſecond Houſes, and alſo 
ot the ninth, which will alſo ſianifie good, and welcome 
News from beyond the Sea, as the return of our Merchant- 
chips, whereby a gencral content aud ſatisfaction, will, -

doubtedly accrue to all Perſons of what _— ſoever, and 
then Jupiter, who is Lord of the Fourth Houſe, which fignifies 
the end of all things, is in a partile trine aſpect to Mars, 
who is the General Significator to England, and ſtrong in his 
own Houſe, alſo Venus the other Fortunate Planet caſts her 
trine A ſpett to the part of Fortune, and ſecond Houſe, likewiſe 
the Sun haſtens to a Sextile of Fupiter ; all which Poſitions 
being carefully conſidered, do moſt certainly preſage a 
good and happy concluſion to this Winter-Quarter- And thus,

And fo I ſhall proceed to the Sun's Ingreſs into the firſt 
ſcruple of Aries, of which you are here preſented with a 
*heme as follows from the Coroline Tables 


For under that ſpangled Vault the Starry Sphere, 
It Titan's courſe ſhould only every year, 
The Weather's Temper change; then plainly we, 
The next Year's Weather might in this foreſce. 
Compare two Years, and there but little want, 
But the ſame day, ſome Stars are Culminant: 
Their Riſings, Settings, on the fame day fall, 
Acronique, Golmique, and Heliacal, 
This Conſtancy would yield to no Mutations, 
Did not the Planets oft conſociations

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Here I find the Regal Sign Sagittarius upon the Aſcendant, 
and Jupiter Lord of the Aſcendant ſignifying England, 
ſtrong, and in his own houſe, which preſages great Felicity, 
and Proſperity ta the Kingdom in General, as an increaſe 
of Trade, with plenty of Money, and all other things that 
can make a Nation really happy in it felt, chen here the 
Moon, which is the general ſignificator of che Common 
People, is poſited in the Aſcendant, and in a trine Aſpect 
to Venus, Lady of the tenth Houſe, who is the Significator 
of the King, and thoſe in Authority under him, which Ha. 
net is ciſentially dignified, as being in her own Houle; all 
which does repreicnt the preſent State, and Grandeur 
of his Majcfty of Great Britain, and thews how in— 
tirely he hath the hearts of his Subjects link d ro him, 
with the Chain of Love, as being ſo throughly well ſatsifſed 
with his Excellent Conduct, and ſo well fix d in their due 
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Obedience and Duty to his moſt Sacred Perfon,(whom God 
long Preſerve) that no Power on Earth, will be capable 
of ſhaking or removing, no nor ar leaſt, not able to create 
any miſunderſtanding between him and his Subjects, the one 
ſo indefatigably ſtudying the other's Intereſt, and the other 
lo ready to give ſignal proofs, upon all occaſions, of their 
Fidelity, and Loyalty; ſo that it may be a queſtion, Whether 
the one can be more ready ro Command, than the other 
is ro Obey? 

Neither can Iffind by this Figure, that any Perſons will ever 
preſume to go abour, or endeavour to foment any under- 
hand Differences, or Vexatious Debates; for here is Mercury, 
who is Lord of the Seventh Houſe, in a Trine Aſpect, to 
the very Degree of Aſcending, which to me intimates, Thar 
if not the Deſign, yer the Proceedings of our Enemies, 
thould redound to our Advantage and Intereſt, whether 
they are Foreign or Domeſtick ; but as there is no Figure, 
bur what hath ſome Unforcunate Pofirions : For in this, here 
is Murs, Lord of the Fourth, in the Aſcendant; and alrho' 
in my Judgment, I find that he will not much Afflict it. 
as being a Sign of his own Nature; yet the Learned Haly 
faich: Cum Mars in aliqus Angulorum Revolutionm anni fuerit, 
mowebuntur lites , ſecundum potentiam quam habuerit, ſimiliter 
etiam faciet, fi quando fuerit in quadratura Saturni, & Fo- 
vis: When Mars in any Revolution of the Year, is found 
in any of the Angles, it excites Wars, and Quarrels, accord- 
ing to the power he hath; in like manner, if he apply to 
the ſquare of Saturn, and Jupiter. | 

And Albumazer hath it to the ſame purpoſe, viz. Mars, 
Cum fuerit in Revolutione anni, in aliquo Angulorum quocungue 
fuerit, excit at bellum, cumque fuerit in quartili aſpectu Saturn, 
& Jovis : Mars, when in any Revolution of the Year ot 
the World. is in an Angle, be it which it will, he excites and 
ſtirs up Wars and when he is in a ſquare of Satumn, and

f * then again, the above-mentioned Hal) faich , Si fu- 
erit Mars in ariete, vel triplicitate ſua, & direttus, accident 
homibuss infirmitates calids, C fiece, & Reges invicem dilcor- 
dabunt, c rixabunt : If Mars be in Aries, or his tr iphcity, 
Dirett, Men ſhall be troubled with hor and dry _ 
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and Rings ſhall Diſagree among themſelyes and Fight) 
Theſe are the Aphoriſms of the Learned Authors, but 
yer I cannot think they will take place, as te the particu- 
ars in this Figure; for as Mars caſts his Trine into Aries 
his own Houſe, and the general Significaror of England, as 
being its Aſcendant; and although he be in a Quartile of 
Jupiter, yet Jupiter is very ſtrong, as being in the Sign 
Piſces, his own Houſe, and dif 2 of Mars in Sagittary 
which is his other Houſe: $9 that from hence I Judge, i 
there ſhould be any Irruption abroad, or miſunderſtanding 
between this Kingdom and other Princes, it will moſt cer- 
tainly, according to ſecond Cauſcs, be to the Loſs, Dam- 
maze, and D*fadvantage of thoſe that are our Enemies, be- 
eauſe Mars does diſpoſe of Mercury, Lord of the Seventh, 
and alſo darts his oppoſition into the Seventh Houſe, which 
is the only Significator of publick Enemies, and then Venus 
Lady of the Tenth Houſe does fend forth her Trine Aſpect 
into the Aſcendant, which excellencly ſhews the exttaor- 
dinary care diligence, and vigilance of our Senators, 
and Chief Men in Authority, in the Government, to pre- 
vent any thing in that narure, and alſo ſhews that they can- 
nor be Surprized, and alſo how ready they are provided 
azainſt any Opp: ſition that can come, and withal, that they 
are capable cf quaſhing any thing in that nature, even in the 
Bud, before it appears. Or if they ſhould admit of any 
Warlike Proccedinys, or Actions, to be carried on further, 
it will be only by way of Strategem, to take the greater ad- 
vantage over the Enemy, and to Revenge with more Brave- 
ry,the Falſe, and Perfidious, Inſulting Incroachments of that 
Enemy chat puts ſo little value upon all Oaths, and Treaties, 
that did uſe to be, and ſtil! are among ail Nations (theirs ex- 
cepted) kept ſo inviolably Sacred, chat che very Turks be- 
heve, that God will not tuffzr ſuch Breach of Vows to go 
Unrevenged, witneſs, Amurath the lid, the Sixth Empe- 
rour of Turbzy, when he Invoked Heaven (to Revenge the 
League broken between U/adiſlius, King of Hungary, and 
himſelf, in the Year, 1444.) Saying, Revenge thou the great In- 
Jury done both ti thy Name int me, and accordingly it ſo was 
venged; and ſo we need not queſtion but our Enemies 
will find it to their great Vonder and ArMmazement, if ever 
mey come to uſe any Acts of Hoſtility, againſt qe moſt Victo- 
| ciou 
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rious Arms of Wiltiam the Great; who, to their Admiration, 
they will ſee the greater part of the whole World endeavour 
to Court, and never Conquer; he being preſerved by Hea- 
yen it ſelf, as the Guardian Angel of theſe Nations, and 
their Gontederates. 

Then again, as Mars is Lord of the Eleventh Houſe, 
which is the Houſe of Friendſhip, Hope, Allies, or Aſſiſt- 
ance of the Kingdom where the Figure is Erected for, and 
in the Aſcendant ; this alſo ſhews that we ſhall live in mutual 
Love, and keep a good Correſpondence with ſuch as are or 
have been our Allies, and that we ſhall be capable of obtain- 
ing, nay, even of Commanding Aſſiſtance, it occaſion ſhould 
be, with much more eaſe than other Princes can do, or elſe 
we ſhall have tome new, and conſiderable Correſpondences, 
Negotiations, and Ambaflages ſent to propoſe ſome New 
Leagues, or Affinities, to the great Advantage and profit of 
thele Kingdoms in General. Venus here alſo is Stationary to 
Retrogradatzon, and by her Retrograde Motion applies to a 
Trine of Mars, which will much facilirate the Matter; for 
it will inchne, or make willing che hearts of our great 
Ones, to accept of ſuch Propoſals, as will, or may be the 
Prodromus, of a Happy, and Peaceable Conclufion to all 
t'ofe Troubles, that may unhappily be feared from the 
arc ſaid Poſition of Mars. So that, 


Inſuing Times ſhall Sacred Peace inſtall, 
Religion, Ancient Faith, and Concord ſhall 

Tuſ Laws Ordain: The Doors of Horrid War, 
Huge Links of Braſs, and Iron-Bolts ſhall barr. 

Dice Fury breathing Blood, within ſhall fir, 
On heaps of Arms; his hands behind him knit. 


So that thoſe Poſitions being all thus conſidered, we 
ave no cauſe, either to fear Enemies abroad, or Male-con- 
nts at home,

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Whereas the A rian did at firſt give Law, 
And kept the Trembling Natiom all in Awe : 
Next, the Stout ede (when he began to fall) 
Spread Conquering Banners oer the Earrh's Great Ball ; 
The Perſian then, with a Majeſtick Strengrh, 
Mounts the vaſt Theater, bur ſtoops at length 
To that brave Macedonian Yourh, whote Mind, 
In one poor Globe diſdain'd ro be Cont'd -
